Thev have lately- 
been engaged in the cattle war at Tonto Basin, 
in w hich several lives were lost. Sheriff Mul- 
venon, of Yavapai county, accom panied by 
Deputy Sheriffs Francis and Odell, have been in 
pursuit of this gang for several weeks, but were 
unable to effect their capture. 
On Monday las’ * he riff Owens learned that the 
four men had arrived in Holbrook and were re­ 
siding iu a small house near the railroad track. 
Armed with a VS inchestc rrifie, the officer started 
alone to arrest the desperados. Arriving at the 
house be knocked, and upon the door being 
opened by Andy Cooper the officer informed 
him that he had a w arrant for his arrest. The 
only reply received was a bullet, which passed 
througn the Sheriff’s coat, fortunately without 
injuring him. 
The lire was returned, and 
Cooper fell dead. The shooting then became 
general. Owens took a position at the window 
shooting all three of the men inside the house 
Samuel Blevins, one of the killed, is a boy onlv 
14 years old, but fully as desperate as his older 
companions.

Mexicans and South Ameri­ 
cans in every type of em inent respectability. 
French appears to be the favorite tongue for 
international communion, but there are not a 
few am ong the foreigners who seem to turn 
without an effort from Servian to Spanish, and 
from Norwegian to Greek. 
Before th eh o n r for opening the Congress every 
seat in A lbaugh’s Oia-ra House was occupied. 
President Cleveland, Secretary Bayard and 
Speaker Carlisle were escorted by Dr. G arnett to 
seats upon the stage at 11 o'clock, and were 
greeted w ith applause by the audience. 
The assemblage was culled to order by Pro. 
feasor Henry M. Smith, of Philadelphia, Chair­ 
m an of the Executive Committee. He said it 
was known to all present, as well as to physi­ 
cians throughout the world, that in May, 1884, 
representatives of the profession in the United 
States decided to send a fraternal greeting to 
the eighth International Medical Congress, then 
about to assemble in the capital of Denmark, 
and ask th at the ninth Medical Congress m ight 
m eet in the city of Washington.

To welcome these guests of tlie pro­ 
fession, and to show his interest in the great 
hum anitarian object, the President 
of the

to announce that his Excellency, Grover Cleve­ 
land, President of the United States of America,

O f the Im provem ent Asr,ociation— 
Reports o f Committe'as—Street 
R ailway Franchises. 


The Executive Committee of the city 
and County Improvement Association held 
its monthly meeting last evening. There 
was a full attendance of the committee, 
and many members of the Association 
were also present. 
The list -«f Standing and Special Com­ 
mittees wps called for reports, and verbal 
o r written responses made from the most 
•of them. -Some reported progress and 
others made statements of work accom­ 
plished. Judge Beatty, from the Special 
Committee on the establishing of a new 
market on 1 street, and the condemnation 
of a portion of Chinatown for the purpose, 
stated that the matter had been presented 
to the City Board of Trustees, together with 
a draft of an ordinance looking to the con­ 
demnation of the property referred to. 
The ordinance had been referred to the 
City Attorney for his opinion, and was 
still in his hands. The Board, he said, did 
not desire to act until the report was re­ 
ceived back. 
The Chair announced that on account of 
the absence of Mr. Gallatin from the city 
much of the time, he had at his own re­ 
quest been relieved from Chairmanship of 
the Committee on Driveways and County 
Roads, and ex-Supervisor Fassétt appointed 
in his place. 
Supervisor Tebbets, from the same com­ 
mittee. stated that the committee hoped to 
do considerable towards improving the 
roads leading from the city into the coun­ 
try. He thought the Freeport road should 
be promptly gravelled, and urged that ex­ 
ertion be made to get property owners 
along that thoroughfare to subscribe to­ 
wards the work. He said that bethought 
a small tax of 2 or 21 cents would be 
levied next year for sprinkling the princi­ 
pal road for from five to ten miles out from 
the city. 
Dr. Cluness reported upon the subject 
of disposal of garbage, that his committee 
bad been in correspondence with parties 
at the East aud in Europe, and received 
many replies as tc furnaces for garbage cre­ 
mation. He read several letters on the sub­ 
ject, and will make a final report when 
further replies have come to hand. One of 
the furnaces described would cost $500 to 
$1,000, and would, it was claimed, at small 
expense for fuel, consume all kinds of gar­ 
bage, as also, night soil, stable cleanings, 
etc. 
REfORT OK THE COMMITTEE ON SEWERAGE 
AND DRAINAGE. 
Dr. Parkinson submitted the following 
report upon sewerage and drainage: 
RECOCT OK TUE COMMITTEE ON SEWERAGE AND 
DRAINAGE. 
A committee, consisting of tlie following 
gentlemen, W. C. Van Fleet, \V. I-\ Kuox, C. H. 
Cummings. John McNeill, O. 1’. Willis, K. S. 
Parker, L. F. llassett, W. S. Zeelin and J. H. 
Parkinson, having been appointed for the pur­ 
pose of investigating the subject of sewerage 
and drainage in Sacramento, has carefully con­ 
sidered the question. The committee, in avoid­ 
ing details aud m atters of controversy or specu­ 
lation, has confined its report to the following 
conclusions and recommendations, which are 
herewith subm itted: 
1. The committee desires to state that in its 
opinion the city sewerage, as now existing 
compares most favorably with that of other and 
neighboring towns. 
2. The committee believes that a derision on 
auy particular system or method of sewage 
carriage and disposal can only be reached after 
the consideration of the question aud of a speci­ 
fic plan by competent authority. 
3. The committee realizes that a successful sys­ 
tem cannot be adopted w ithout the expenditure 
of a considerable sum of money. 
4. Tlie existence of numerous uuccm cntcd 
cesspools is a constant menace to the health of 
our city, the condition of subsoil being such as 
to readily favor thew idedisscm iuationof cxcre- 
mentitious m atter. 
5. Any system ol spweragc which may be 
adopted must be wholly artificial. 
The differ­ 
ence ic level between the extremes of the citv 
iroui north to south being eight feet giving it 
fall of four inches to the block, which is quite 
insufficient. To obtain the necessary fall deep 
cutting ami excavation would be necessary. Ow­ 
ing to the level of the ground w ater, which is in 
w inter nothing, and in summer ten to twelve 
feet, the expense of such works, while 
practicable, would be greatly increased. Should 
such work be sucee6Klullv completed the prob­ 
lem of discharge and outfall would have then 
to be considered, aud power provided to over­ 
come the increased difference in level. It is be­ 
lieved that these difficulties can be reached 
more economically by one source of power. 
0. It would appear to be essential thut no sys­ 
tem should be adopted which did not adm it of 
indefinite expansion with economy, and the 
utilizing of the existing syst.-m of sewerage to 
iis in.lest extent. In this connection the com­ 
m ittee believes that the ‘-Shone" system has 
m any advantages lo ri commend ¡Ü foremost 
amongst which are that it would utilize our ex­ 
isting system almost in itsentirtty; that it could 
be extended irregularly in limited areas as in­ 
crease of local population would demand: that 
interruption for repairs or from injury at any 
point would not endanger the working of the 
remainder. 
7. Assuming that the sewage m atter has 
been collected and delivered at some jwiut of 
outlet, the question of its ultim ate disposal 
arises. This question involves practical prob­ 
lems of such magnitude that vour eommit'ee 
has avoided entering into details, or presenting 
hasty conclusions, and would simply indicate 
the methods which seem most feasible. 
S. it has been proposed : (A.) To run tlie sew­ 
age m atter into tlie river, without previous 
treatm ent, at all seasons. 111.) i o run the sew­ 
age in without treatm ent at high water: and 
in the dry season, having separated the solid» 
to dispose of the fluids in like m anner. (C.) To 
treat tlie sewage by precipitation, dealing 
with the precipitate in an eeonomie m anner 
and discharging the fluid into the river at ali 
seasons. (D.) To utilize all m atter delivered at 
the outfall in irrigation, after the m anner of 
sewage farms successfully operating else­ 
where; such treatm ent as may be deemed neces­ 
sary being applied in this process. 
9. Regarding the practical application aud 
feasibility of any one of thc:c m ethods or any 
combination, your committee believes that the 
m atter can only be determined bv plans care­ 
fully prepared and estimated. Yoiir committee, 
however, would state that it considers anv pro­ 
posal to discharge sewage m atter, previously 
untreated, into the river at all or anv - . asons as 
undesirable, if possibly avoidable. Fir.-t, by 
violating an admitted principad of natural law. 
w hich would m aintain the original purity of all 
streams and livers: second, by perpetuating an 
evil which will increase in process of time ; 
third, by inflicting on others, if not now cer­ 
tainly in tlie future, these evils of v.hieh we 
ourselves at present complain. 
10. It seems evident that n system of sew­ 
age farming in Sacramento, ' which shall 
opierate successfully at all seasons, must bo c a r e ­ 
fully considered and perhaps tried experim ent­ 
ally, the natural conditions of our city aud the 
surrounding country being ;such as to oppose 
grave difficulties during tho-rainy season. 
11. For this reason, your committee believes 
that the practical and economic solution of this 
question will loe found in a system which shall 
treat the sewage m atter m echanically and 
chemically, by filtration and precipitation; 
utilizing the refuse in some economic manner, 
and discharging an apparently harmless and 
practically uniujunous fluid into tlie river at all 
seasons. 
12. Your committee is of the opinion tliat, 
w hatever system may be ndopked, it is essential 
that the eitv shall own the premises, with suf­ 
ficient ground attached to enable it at all times 
to conduct the necessary processes indep end­ 
ently of any outside ass stance. 
13. It is understood that the co-oireraiion of 
persons cultivating land in the vicinity of these 
works would add largely to tiie econoinv of the 
operation ; but the committee believes that it 
would be injudicious to rely on such co oper- 
utiou to any extent. 
l’euding the inauguration of a successful svs 
tern as herein outlined, your committee advises 
1. The rigid enforcement of existing laws. 
2. Proper provision for thorough and effectual 
flushing of existing sewers. 
3. The rigid inspection and frequent cleaning 
of cesspools: with, in the ease of uncemented 
vaults, the removal of adjoining soil which mav 
have U-en contam inated, and in all cases the 
disinfection of the emptied receptacle. 
4. In the absence of apparatus, the propcrlv of 
tlie city, the committee recommends that pri­ 
vate owners i f excavators and cleansing ap 
paratus he licensed at a nominal figure and 
placed under the loeil sanitary authority, for 
the purpose of obtaining a uniform standard of 
efficiency, and a fixed rate of charges for serv­ 
ices rendered. 
5. That the proper authorities take measures 
to have asp>eeitie pilan prepared, which w ill in­ 
clude a system of sewerage for the city, with 
p rovision for outfall and ilisposil, so ti nt the 
same can be RCted on, or the probable cost being 
obtained. Hie proposition m ight be subm itted to 
the people. 
In conclusion your committee desires to ex­ 
press its indebtedness to the report of the Citi­ 
zens’ Committee on Drainage, underdate of Feb­ 
ruary 15,16sp. Signed for the committee.

SPECIAL EEPORT. 
The committee also submitted the fol­ 
lowing, and recommended tlie immediate 
action of the Board : 
The committee has ascertained that a canal, 
or ditch, known as the Thirty-first street drain­ 
age canal, is at present a nuisance, owing to a 
subversion of its proper purpose. 
This canal was constructed in lsst, with the 
sole object ot providing tor suriaee drainage, 
anti carryingjoff the surplus water in case of 
heavy rains, from the district lying east ot the 
citv.Havfoe a f-il! of two inches to the block, it is 
only avsiiable when occupied by a considerable 
volume ol water, whilst from the fact that it is 
uncovered Its whole length, it is evident that 
only surface drainage should be permitted 
therein. 
Your committee is satisfied from personal 
knowledge that this canal is a nuisance, and as 
such detrim ental to the interests'and well-being 
ot inhabitants in its vicinity. The committee 
therefore urges, most strongly, that you make 
such representations to the prop>er authorities 
as will result in the immediate and rrznesnent 
suppression t,f this abuse.

Senator Booth, Chairman of the Com­ 
mittee on the City’s Bonded Debt, stated 
that he had given a great deal of attention 
to the mutter of the city debt, but wished 
to delay the final repiort of the committee 
until Mr. Hopper, who is now engaged at 
the Agricultural Pavilion, had time to 
verify his figures. This would be done at 
an early day. and the committee would 
then submit its conclusions. 
D. A. Lindley, from the Committee on 
Public Parks anil Playground, reported va­ 
rious work done, and further improve­ 
ments were being put forward by the com­ 
mittee.THE STREET RAILWAY FRANCHISE. 
Judge Beatty, of the special Committee 
on Street Railway Franchises, submitted 
the ordinance that has been introduced for 
the J-street line, and it was read and taken 
up for discussion. J udge Beatty said every­ 
body was in favor ol the road,'but wanted 
the franchise so guarded that the people 
will he protected and the road built. 
D. A. Lindley offered the following : 
Keeolred, That the Improvement Association 
piledge their hearty support to any movement 
that bids lair to give sacram ento a substantial 
and thoroughly equippied cable or electric road 
running along J street aud such oiher streets as 
may be of most convenience to the citizens and 
most liable to improve property now unim- 
P»roved. That in order to encourage some com­ 
pany to spend their money investigating the 
different classes of street railroads now oper­ 
ating in the East, it would be advisable to give 
such company a charter with lour m onths to 
commence work. That in order to prevent 
such company tying up the privileges of our 
principal streets lor an unreasonable length of 
time, said company be required to complete 
their road as far out as Ninth street inside of 
eight months, and as far as Twentieth inside of 
one year, as far out as Thirty-first and J and 
Twenty-eighth and R inside of two years, and 
as far as Y inside of three years. ‘ That the 
charter be granted only on proper assurance 
that the road will be substantial. That a com­ 
mittee be appoiuted to draft suc-li condition, to 
be incorporated in the charter, as will carry out 
the ideas in these iesolutions. 
An extended and somewhat heated dis­ 
cussion followed as to what should be re­ 
quired by the city of the incorporators of 
the proposed street railway line. It was 
agreed that Sacramento was not adapted to 
use of cable lines, and that other motors 
would be necessary. 
J. O. Coleman said lie had given much 
a.tention to the subject of electric motors, 
and that they liad been proved an entire 
success, yet not in such a way as to meet 
with general adoption. He was in favor of 
granting all encouragement possible tothose 
who propose to construct street railway 
lines, hut at the same time tlie interests of 
the city must be closely guarded. 
Mr. Devlin, attorney for L. I,. Lewis and 
E. K. Alsip, the present applicants, was 
present, as also Lewis and Alsip. Mr. Dev­ 
lin thought there should be no restrictions 
imposed that would interfere with the con­ 
struction of the road. He said it was 
the purpose to construct it as soon 
as possible, and, that inasmuch as the in- 
eorporatoi-s honestly intended to build it, 
their standing and purposeshottld be taken 
in good taitb. But they were willing to 
have any reasonable restrictions placed 
about the franchises. He said that if they 
were compelled to build, say ten blocks 
each year that the franchise lasted (three 
years), that was as much as should be 
stipulated, as it was to their interest to 
build as much more as possible. 
The discussion continued until about 11 
o’clock, among those taking part being 
Judge Beatty, Grove L. Johnson, F. It. 
Dray, Senator Booth, D. A. Lindley, J. M. 
Avery, It. T. Devlin. Dr. Simmons, L. L. 
Lewis, K. K. Alsip, J. O. Coleman and 
others. Finally the following was adopted 
as a proposed amendment to the ordinance 
as to time of construction, taking the place 
of the resolution above given : 
That sai«l parties shall commence work 
within four m onths from the date of pass­ 
ing this ordinance, and shall prosecute the work 
of building and equipping said road diligently 
and continuously until completed, and shall 
construct at least ten blocks of road aud put the 
same in perfect ardor each year after tlie com­ 
mencement ol work. 
On motion, Judge Beatty, Senator Booth, 
Senator Dray and 1‘resideut Simmons were 
chosen as a committee to present the views 
of the Association concerning the franchise 
to the Board of Trustees at its SDecial meet­ 
ing this afternoon. 
Mrs. Major Sherman, daughter of the 
author of a lecture by James R. Tolies, de­ 
livered at Sacramento in 1S74, upon the 
future of this city, sent as a present to the 
Association fifty copies of the lecture, 
printed in pamphlet form. Upon motion, 
the same were accepted, and the thanks of 
the Association tendered to the donor. 
The meeting was then adjourned.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


YOUNG MEN’S INSTITUTE. 
O pening of th e Grand C ouncil-A d dress 
ot W elcom e—P resentations— Etc. 
The Grand Council of the Young Men's 
Institute convened in the Assembly Cham­ 
ber of the State Capitol at 11 a. m. yesterday. 
Grand President McDade in the chair, Ed­ 
ward I. Sheehan Grand Secretary, 110 del­ 
egates present. After a motion to appoint 
the Committee on Credentials, D.W. Erwin, 
of No. 32, South San Francisco, in a few 
and appropriate remarks, presented Grand 
President McDade with a gavel made en­ 
tirely of horn, suitably inscribed, as a gift 
of his Institute. The Grand President had 
hardly recovered from his surprise when 
Judge Sullivan, President of No. 35, 
stepped forward, and in a few words, ex­ 
pressing the feelings of the Institute gener­ 
ally, presented the Grand President with a 
handsome diamond ring, valued at $800, as 
a token of esteem from all the Institutes. 
The Council here adjourned until 1 o’clock. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
At the appointed hour the convention 
reassembled. Mayor Eugene J. Gregory, 
on behalf of the citizens of Sacramento, 
delivered an address ot welcome, saying, in 
substance, that he was glad to welcome 
such a society as the Institute, with such 
laudable objects as the spiritual and moral 
welfare of young men. 
The Grand President made an eloquent 
response, and was loudly applauded both 
by the delegates and a large number of citi­ 
zens in the lobby. A short recess was 
taken, and the delegates filed forward and 
shook hands with the Mayor. 
At 2:30 the Council reconvened, and the 
following Committee on Credentials was 
appointed : L. L. James, Institute No. 21; 
Frank I). Ryan, No. 11; R. O’Connor, No. 
7; I. B. McIntyre, No. 4; D. W. Erwin, No. 
32; J. B. De Las Casas, No. 3G; M.C. Haley 
No. 35. 
The Grand President read the following 
dispatch from Archbishop Riordan : 
San F rancisco, September 5th. 
I send you greetings to delegates and heartfelt 
wishes for the success of the Convention.

CITY TRUSTEES. 


T he H ill M atter. 
Maggie Hill, who wan committed to the 
Stockton Asylum on Saturday by the Com­ 
missioners of Lunacy, was taken to that 
Institution yesterday morning by Deputy 
Sheriff Bennett. Early in the forenoon 
she stated that she would accompany the 
officer without trouble, but when it was 
time to get ready to start slie entered the 
bath-room, disrobed herself and got into 
the bath-tub, which she refused to leave. 
Some of the female prisoners dressed her, 
however, and she and the officer reached 
the depot in time for the train. Naturally 
she was greatly excited after being put on 
board the cars, demanded to know where 
she was being taken to and plead to be 
given her baby. Soon after her departure 
from the city the child was removed to the 
Orphan Asylum, in accordance with the 
order made by Judge Armstrong ou Satur­ 
day. Sarah Hill, the unfortunate woman's 
sister, arrived from the Bay in the after­ 
noon and hurried to the county jail to see 
her, but was disappointed, as by that time 
she was in Stockton. 
About 8:30 o’clock last evening, Sarah 
Hill called at the Orphan Asylum and ex­ 
pressed a desire to see the babv. The Ma­ 
tron, being busy, directed a little girl to 
show her where the child was. As soon 
as Miss Hill saw the little one she took 
possession of it and left the premises. An 
alarm was quickly given, and Mrs. Beck­ 
ham, the Matron, accompanied by many 
others—the neighborhood being aronsed— 
started in pursuit. Not long afterward 
otlicer Farrell, at the Capitol grounds, was 
informed of the facts, and immediately 
proceeded to the scene of trouble. At Sev­ 
enteenth and J streets he found Miss Hill, 
holding firmly to the child, and surrounded 
by a large crowd, which would not let her 
escape. Fearing that if an effort was 
made to take the baby away from its 
aunt it might get hurt, he gave 
Miss Hill the alternative of surrendering it 
or going to the station-house. She chose 
the latter. On the way they met Judge 
Henry, and Miss Hill, stepping in front of 
him, demanded. "Judge Henry,did you 
have anything to do with sending uiv 
sister to S’tockton ?” The Judge responded, 
“ Oh, that was a matter in Judge Arm 
strong’s Court last Saturday.” Officer Far­ 
rell interposed a remark that Judge Henry 
had nothing to do with it, and the threat­ 
ened storm'blew over. The child and its 
aunt were made as comfortable as possible 
at the station-house last night, arid the lit­ 
tle one will be returned to the asylum to­ 
day. It did not have much clothing upon it 
when it was taken from there, but a lady 
at Seventeenth and J provided a shawl to 
keep it from taking cold.

The City Trustees met in regular session 
yesterday morning, all the members pres­ 
ent. The room was crowded with specta­ 
tors, among whom were noticed Grove L. 
Johnson, Judge W. H. Beatty,G. W.Carey, 
V. S. McClatchy, L. Lindley, R. S. Carey, 
D. Lindley, A. G. Hoagland, Clinton L. 
White, A. Abbott, Lincoln White, Robert 
Devlin, Robert Miller. J. M. Woods, City 
Attorney Hart, T. C. Churchman, Captain 
Thomas Dwyer, Edwin K. Alsip, L. L. 
Lewis, Dr. G. L. Simmons, James C. Pier­ 
son, P. 11. Russell, J. J. Buckley, Al. 
Johnson and Frank I). Myers, oí Los An­ 
geles. 
Philip Rumble, Poundmaster, reported 
that during the month of August he cap­ 
tured 115 dogs and scalped 91. He also 
impounded four horses and three cows. 
He collected as fees during the month 
$37 50. 
Chief of Police Dillman reported for Au­ 
gust 210 arrests. 30 lodgers and 879 meals 
furnished. 
N. A. Kidder, Harbormaster, reported 
collections for August amounting to $103 50. 
Engineer Williams, of the Water Works, 
reported that during the week past the 
Holly puiups were run 89 hours, pumping 
10,602,250 gallons of water, the C. P. pump 
150 hours, pumping 28,483,000 gallons; a 
total of 39,145,250 gallons. 
STREET RAILROAD FRANCHISES. 
R. S. and G. W. Carey presented three 
franchises for street railway lines, to be 
operated by horse or mule power, by cables, 
operated by stationary engines, or elec­ 
tricity. The roads to be commenced within 
one year, and to be completed within three; 
the cars not to run at a speed to exceed 
eight miles an hour; to pay an annual 
license of $5 on each car used; to charge 
not more than a five-cent fare; to improve 
the streets between the rails, and for two 
feet each side,J>y graveling or macademiz- 
iug, to conform with the balance of the 
block. 
These franchises are extensions 
into the suburbs of the lines now owned 
and operated by them, as follows: On O 
street, from Twentieth to Twenty-eighth ; 
on K street, from Twentieth to Thirty-first; 
on Nineteenth street, from O to Y. 
These franchises were read by the Mayor 
and laid over for one week under the rule, 
and referred to the City Attorney to ascer­ 
tain whether or not they are drawn in ac­ 
cordance with the statutes. 
R. S. Carey said he wanted it distinctly 
understood that lie did not appear in oppo­ 
sition to the franchise asked for the pro­ 
posed electric road. He noticed, however, 
that their charter, as proposed, made no 
provision for the payment of a car license. 
This, he thought, was hardly fair. If they 
did business they should pay a license the 
same as did others in the same business. 
He hoped their franchise would be granted. 
If they succeeded iu making a cable road 
pay bis property would be much improved. 
If they can make a cable road pay he 
could make his a remunerative piece of 
property. He hoped those men meant 
business, but the fact that they had gone 
inside the law and agreed to commence the 
road within sixty days looked bad on the 
face ot it. If they are in earnest, if they 
mean to build the road as proposed, why sur­ 
render rights accorded them under the law. 
The statute plainly says the road must 
commence within one year and be completed 
within three years. The idea of sixty days 
in these “booming times” looks very bad. 
“ I want the charters I ask for. I want 
then under the law. I ask no special 
favors. J want to build these roads to ex­ 
tend my present system. 
I do not own a 
foot of land on either route, except a dis­ 
puted title to a small lot on K street. I am 
not a boomer. I am not in the booming 
business. 
If my roads boom people's 
property 1 cannot help it, but my aim ¡8 
not in that direction.” 
THE ELECTRIC RO.VD FRANCHISE. 
Mayor Gregory then took up the fran­ 
chise asked for by Messrs. Abbott, Lewis 
and Alsip for an electric road on Third, J, 
Ninth, N, Y, and several other streets. He 
read it through. It is to bean electric road, 
to charge a tare not to exceed ten cents, to 
be commenced within sixty days and com­ 
pleted within three years. The Mayor also 
read the City Attorney’s report thereon, the 
latter holding that the instrument was 
drawn properly in legal form, and complied 
with the Civil Code and city charier. 
After finishing the reading the Mayor 
said he thought the time fore unpletiDg the 
road should be restricted to two years. 
Trustee Joues remarked that i,e did not 
think three years too long a time to com­ 
plete the road, but thought the projectors 
should be compelled to complete a certain 
length of the road each six mouths. 
R. T. Devlin, attorney for Abbott, Lewis 
and Alsip, said he thought the ordinance as 
drawn complied with the law, and farther 
restrictions were unnecessary. 
If they 
don't commence the road within sixty days 
they forfeit all their rights. 
A. Abbott said he had come before the 
Board to hear this matter discussed. He, 
with Messrs. Alsip and Lewis, had met 
some weeks ago to talk over improvements, 
and better street railroad facilities were sug­ 
gested, and they agreed to apply for the 
franchise. It was their intention as soon 
as the franchise was granted to employ a 
competent man to go East and look up tho 
electric street railroad system, with a view 
of adopting it here. I f they were found to 
be a success, then adopt it here; if they 
could not be operated here, then to abandon 
the project. He said Messrs. Lewis and 
Alsip were more enthusiastic in the matter 
than he was. He investigated the subject 
of cable roads most thoroughly some four 
years ago, and came to the conclusion that 
they were not practicable in this city, 
owing to the low blocks which did not 
have perfect drainage during the winter 
months. He had long since abandoned 
the idea of successfully operating a cable 
road in this city. This road, perhaps, 
could be operated by electricity, the wires 
suspended «n poles. It was the intention 
of the projectors to examine into the elec­ 
tric system most carefully, and the same 
would be adopted if found practicable. 
He agreed with Mr. Cerey that the restric­ 
tion to 60 days was all wrong. Nothing 
could be accomplished within that short 
space of time. Mr. Abbott said he was sat­ 
isfied with his efforts in agitating this mat­ 
ter. Messrs. Lewis and Alsip were ready 
to go ahead, but he desired to drop cut. 
He was satisfied that if any one built that 
road it would be those two gentlemen, and 
they would have no trouble to get backing. 
He said be would like to see the charier 
granted to those two gentlemen, with the 
60 day restriction clanse stricken out. He 
referred to an article that appeared in the 
Reoord-Union over the signature of 
“ Poco.” saying that he had offered the 
: author of the article his interest in the 
| franchise. Tlie remainder of his remarks 
' were relative to raising funds to send to 
Chicago to induce immigration to this sec­ 
tion.Judge W. II. Beatty, a member of the 
Improvement Committee, suggested that 
the matter be taken under advisement for 
two or three days, in order to allow a care­ 
ful consideration of the provisions of the 
franchise. No one was captious about the 
sixty days. All the people were interested 
in was to be assured that the road would 
be commenced and diligently prosecuted to 
a finish. Tnere should be some restrictions 
so that if they fail to complete the road 
they cannot stand in the way of those who 
may in the luture desire to construct this 
needed line. It should be subjected to a 
more critical examination, with a view to 
the securing of the completion of the work. 
Some of the provisions are susceptible of 
improvement. 
Mayor Gregory—We have remodeled it 
twice' and have restricted it to sixty days. 
Judge Beatty—There is no particular 
force in that sixty-day clanse. tVhat the 
people are earnestly interested in is the as­ 
surance of the completion of the road. 
Mayor Gregory—If they fail to com­ 
mence the w<*rk within sixty days they 
abandon the entire franchise. 
Judge Beatty—What we want, what the 
people desire, is something specific about 
continuing the work. Under the proposed or­ 
dinance, the handling of a few shovelfuls of 
dirt within sixty days will hold it for years. 
They can stop at that, and hold the fran­ 
chise for three years, to the detriment of 
the city. This is the legal opinion of the 
legal members of the improvement Asso­ 
ciation. We would like to see this road 
built, but we desire to sea it finished speed­ 
ily. or not at all. 
it. T. Devlin said this franchise had been 
prepared more favorably to the city tban 
any heretofore granted by the Trustees. 
They had imposed onerous conditions, a 
violation of which worked a forfeiture of 
the fra&chiae. He spoke against the sixty-

- day limitation, and said it should be four 
months at least. The Mayor’s proposition 
to allow only two years in which to com­ 
plete the roads would be wrong. He 
thought the provisions of the statutes 
should be sufficient, and looked upon the 
cast-iron restrictions as foolish, lie said 
his clients had been in correspondence 
with parties in the East, and were in earnest 
in the matter.

County Clerk Hamilton collected fees to 
the amount of $370 during the month of 
August.

O. Hayford, who 
has a three-year-old orchard at Land ‘r Sta­ 
tion, about two miles this side of Colfax, 
yesterday brought to the city samples of 
French and Hungarian prunes, silver 
prunes and yellow egg prunes grown on 
his place. The fruit is line as the eye and 
taste of a connoisseur could desire, and 
speaks volumes for the adaptability of that 
locality for fruit growing. The orchard 
which produced these delicious fruits is in 
the center of tbe famous Colfax fruit belt, 
and at an altitude of 2,400 feet. The soil 
of that neighborhood is composed largely 
of decomposed granite and slate, and of 
unknown depth, as is shown by the deep 
railroad cuts thereabouts. None of the or­ 
chards or vineyards up there require irri­ 
gation, and yet their product is perfection 
itself. Mr. Hayford will have some of his 
fruit on exhibition at the State Fair.

New Y ork, September 5th.—The Tribune says 
that the book publishing and job ¡.rlnting trade 
received notice a few days ago trom the com­ 
positors in Typographical Union No. 6 that the 
following charges would be m ade, and that 
nothing short of this ultim atum would be ac­ 
cepted. All cuts and blank pages, and in fact 
everything from the first to the last cover of a 
book is to be paid ior by the publisher to the 
compositors. A week's work shall consist of 54 
hours. Compositors w ill work 4 hours on Satur­ 
day, but m ust receive a full day's pay for it. 
The foremen will be perm itted to discharge men 
on Friday. 
W here composition is done by the week 818 Vs 
to be the Union scale of wages, and when piece­ 
work is done 43 cents per 1,000 ems m>7st be 
paid, and no oflice will be allowed to adopt 
both systems. 
The proprietor m ust decide either to m ake it 
a wage oflice or a piece office, 
All standing 
m atter is to be paid for each iUbertion to com ­ 
positors. Two pnces m ust be paid for all work 
done on Saturday after four hours' work has 
been done. One bov m ay be retained for everv 
ten m en employed in tiro oflice. This must in­ 
clude th e copy holders, messengers and bovs 
generally employed in th e printing office. 
’ 
The feeling of the publishers is that if the 
dem ands are strictly adhered to, it will cause 
such an increase ra th e cost of composition that 
a great deal of work w ill be taken out of the 
city to places where it can be done more cheaplv. 
A m eeting of th e union was held yesterday to 
consider the question of m aking a general de­ 
m and for a r advance in all branches of the 
trade. 
No positive action was taken in regard 
to the proposed dem and for work during dav- 
light. 
This was deferred for flnal action at the 
m eeting vailed for next Sunday. There was an 
extrem ely spirited discussion, however, as to 
the advisability of m aking a general dem and for 
an itr-rease in m orning newspa¡>er work. The

B k r i.i n , September 5th.—The Xorth German 
Gazette iu an inspiration on the relations be­ 
tween Germany and Russia, says : " T h e duty 
imposed by the German policy on the interest 
of the Empire in its dignity is to m aintain 
peace so long as it is com patible w ith honor. 
The starting-point of an endeavor iu this direc­ 
tion is found only on the grounds covered by 
treaties. The circum stance that the otherwise 
suceesslul peace policy of the German Gov­ 
ernm ent has for three sum m ers been dis­ 
turbed by Bulgaria aud its Princes, is not 
calculated to attract the good w ill of German 
politicians toward the principality. 
It accords 
w ith the interests of the peace-loving and no less 
straiglit-lorward German nation that Gernmny 
should let the councils of Europe throw her 
whole weight into the scale in order to have 
Europe com m and peace to the ninbitious Bul­ 
garian Princes and Ministers w ho are inclined 
to sit content iu the blaze. Germany holds 
firmlv to the treaties which were broken by the 
Princes of Coburg and Baticnberg—not for the 
saka of pleasing other Powers, but out of re­ 
gañí for her own signature. The p ’ace of Eu­ 
rope was placed at stake through the Coburg- 
Orleans enterprise. There is not the sem blance 
of an excuse for th at enterprise, and it is only 
to be explained on the understanding that the 
Uoburger is the executor of an exclusively 
Orleanist policy.”
